“tourist”! spots. In Kenya, Ni- 
ee Senegal and South Africa 
their mission was to obserye. the 
living conditions and attitudes of 
the people. The news is full of 
stories concerning the black pgo- 
ple that they wanted to see for 
themselves and be better pre- 
pared to digest what is said by 
yarious ‘‘professional” observers. 
Tn that respect, the trip was jm- 
mensely rewarding. The visit 
included a brief view of East 
Africa and West Africa where 
the business of politics and mak- 
ing a living can be very exciting. 
In Lagos, Nigeria, they were 
searched for concealed weapons 
before boarding their plane. And 
the plane took-off with a heavily 
armed guard to prevent another 
high-jacking. A plane had been 
stolen the day before. 

From Dakar, Senegal, they 
flew to Brazil for a circuit of 
South America. One high light 
of this part. of the trip was 
Iguassu, Falls at the junction of 
Brazil, Paraguay and Argentina. 
Another “special” was a visit to 
the ancient Inca city of Cusco 
and the recently discovered ruins 
at Machu Picchu, high in the 
Andes of Peru. The ruins are 
located on a most inaccessible 
mountain above the Urbamba 
River, headwaters of the Ama- 
zon. Although Cusco is 11,000 
feet above sea level, the ruins 
are only 9,000 so there was no 
problem with high altitudes, 

After a brief visit to the Pana- 
ma Canal, the Dows returned 
home to sort their many exciting 
eolor pictures and take a much 
needed rest. With both eolor 
slides and movies, the travellers 
will have some interesting stories 
to tell fo any who are interested.
